The Applicant's argument is not persuasive because this is not commensurate with the scope of the claim. There is no limitation in the 
claim that indicate "changing the speed of data transmissions after an initial copy operation". In addition, the Applicant's argument that 
the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper motivation. It must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness 
is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which 
was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin. 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Moreover, 
Yanai suggests adjusting the network path to reduce the speed of data transmission [col. 3, In. 31 - col. 4, In. 33 i.e link traffic can also be 
reduced].
